Summary of reasons for decision: 

The DVD contains a feature that has been cross-rated M from Australia. The feature was made 
in 1992 and is set in Spain in the late 20th century. The additional components on the DVD 
consist of an image gallery of photographs from the feature, four trailers and distributor notices. 
The feature and trailers are all directed by Spanish director Julio Medem. With little context, the 
depictions of sex, violence and disturbing imagery in the trailers have a stronger impact than 
those in the feature. The additional material substantially changes the dominant effect of the 
publication as a whole and requires the DVD to be restricted to an older teenage and adult 
audience. 

The nature and impact of the trailers on this publication requires a restriction to the publication's 
availability. The decision was made giving particular effect to the rights and freedoms guaranteed 
in sl4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act), and to s6 of the NZBR Act, 
which requires that wherever an enactment can be given a meaning consistent with the rights and 
freedoms contained in the Bill of Rights, that meaning shall be preferred to any other meaning.
